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Muslim  Strength 

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  second  in  a series  of  articles  on  the  Black 
Muslim  movement.  The  first  article  concerned  the  history  of  the  group  and 
the  third  in  the  series  will  explain  the  principles  and  philosophies  of  tne 
movement.

Strength  can  be  founded  upon  two  principles,  which 
principles  may  be  amalgamated  in  the  final  analysis.  Moral 
strength  is  an  infusement  of  “oughtness”  which  becomes 
pervasive  if  it  is  based  on  a totally  religious  absolute,  the 
strength  which  emerges  from  this  “oughtness”  is  immutable 
in  that  it  has  a metaphysical  foundation  which  cannot  be 
rationally  or  scientifically  approached. 

ANOTHER  TYPE  OF  strength  is  found  in  numbers  and 
physical  prowess.  This  kind  of  power  has  utility  when  the 
society  being  influenced  has  a limited  government  base  and 
popular  sovereignty  ethic.  For  in  this  society  the  legislative 
process  is  based  on  the  concept  that  man  is  basically  evil 
and  the  puYpose  of  government  is  to  direct  his  action  under 
the  guise  of  the  “will  of  the  majority.”  , . 

Therefore,  the  greatest  number  and  most  influentially 
placed  persons  speaking  for  the  interest  of  the  group  being 
considered  are  more  potent  tools  than  moral  pronouncements 
based  on  moral  “oughtness.”  In  the  later  instance  the  Black 
Muslims  are  weak  but  in  times  of  the  formerly  made  point, 
the  Muslims  are  probably  the  most  powerful  pressure  group 
in  America. 

MUSLIMS  HOLD  A unique  philosophy  on  labor  which, 
in  turn,  promotes  a potential  power  principle.  In  order  to 
be  a member  of  the  Black  Muslims,  one  must  hold  a perm- 
anent; job  and  not  be  in  danger  of  losing  this  position.  This 
lends  a note  of  stability  and  tenure  to  the  organization. 

Muslims  hold  high  and  well-paying  jobs  because  of  this 
tenacity.  With  this  relatively  high  pay  base  coupled  with  a 
high  contributive  rate  in  endowing  their  prophet,  Elijah  Mu- 
hammad, the  Muslims  have  a highly  monied  coffer  which 
seems  to  be  inexhaustible.  This  lends  credence  to  the  postu- 
late that  the  Black  Muslims  may  one  day  be  able  to  buy  their 
way  into  a completely  separate  society. 

ANOTHER  BASIS  for  strength  is  founded  in  a principle 
of  theology  which  will  be  elucidated  in  more  detail  later.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say  that  because  of  the  absolute  wisdom  of  their 
prophet  who  speaks  for  Allah  in  all  matters  both  spiritual 
and  temporal,  the  Black  Muslims  accept  his  word  as  the 
thundering  voice  of  God.  The  Muslims  have,  in  time  past  not 
used  their  voting  franchise;  however,  because  of  the  omnis-. 
cient  attributes  of  the  prophet,  an  indication  from  him  as  to 
the  proper  person  wko  should  be  put  in  office  would  be  taken 
by  the  Muslims  as  an' edict  from  God.  Who  would  go  against 
the  will  of  Allah  ? 

The  Muslims  now  number  100,000,  but  they  are  grow- 
ing at  a rate  of  fifty  per  cent  per  year.  This  fact  may  be  in- 
significant, but  coupled  with  the  fact  that  their  greatest 
growth  is.  in  the  large  industrial  urban  areas  of  our  most 
populated  states  makes  t their  emergence  have  more  mean- 
ing. 

ESTABLISHED  POLITICIANS,  like  Adam  Clayton  Pow- 
ell, because  of  their  realization  the  Black  Muslim  po\ver  is 
on  the  upsurge,  have  catered  to  the  Muslim’s  extreme  ideas 
on  nationalism.  Powell  has.  even  gone  so  far  as  to  say  “.  . . 
unless  we  can  seize  completely  the  administration  of  our 
national  Negro  organization,  then  we  must  say  there  is  no 
hope  for  «s.  This  may  sound  like  black  nationalism.  If  it  is, 
then  what  is  wrong  with  it?” 

With  this  sort  of  power  built  in,  the  Black  Muslims 
present  a formidable  future  picture  of  “compromise  candi- 
dates,” being  the  only  answer  to  Black  Muslim  block  voting. 

Basically  the  Muslims  present  two  other  forms  of 
strength.  They  tell  us  that  Negroes  spend  fifteen  to  twenty 
billion  dollars  each  year  in  purchasing  consumer  goods.  By 
"preaching  boycott  of  white  merchants  the  Muslims  can,  if 
successful,  cause  great  economic  repercussions  in  heavily- 
populated  Negro  areas. 

ANOTHER  FACT  AND  basis  of  strength  is  held  to’ 
by  their  most  potent  asset.  Their  membership  is  young,  alert, 
and  aggressive,  but  most  of  all  they  are  obedient.  This  means 
if  the  Prophet  says  massive  retaliation  against  the  “White 
Devils”  is  the  only  answer  to  promote  black  supremacy, 
then  and  thus  shall  it  be  done. 

Through  their  positions  on  labor,  potential  voting  power, 
appeal  to  establish  politicians,  economic  boycott,  and  their 
vigor,  the  Muslims  present  a formidable  leviathan  which  has 
immense  strength. 


IN  THE  PAST  there  were  17 
areas  of  activity  which  the  AMS 
Council  directed.  The  program 
has  turned  out  to  be  activities  for 
the  entire  studentbody  such  as 
Winter  Carnival,  transfer  and 
international  students  programs 
and  the  orientation  shuttle  sei- 
vice. 

“The  AMS  should  be  a branch 
of  government  aiding  men  stu- 
dents instead  of  shooting  off  in 
a dozen  directions,”  Mr.  Hansen 
said. 

“Too  often  groups  within  stu- 
dent government  duplicate  one 
another  in  doing  things  because 
of  their  personal  involvement  in 
their  area  and  their  lack  of  over- 
all perspective,”  he  noted. 

“BECAUSE  OF  this  we  feel 
that  the  AMS  should  be  concern- 
ed with  the  intellectual,  recrea- 
tional, cultural  and  spiritual  de- 
velopment- of  the  college  man.” 

The  list  of  studentbody  activ- 
ities done  by  AMS  will  be  reas- 
signed by  the  studetbody  presi- 
dent. 

In  place  of  the  old  activities, 
the  AMS  Council  has  drawn  up  a 
new  list  which  includes  discuss- 
ions groups  with  such  programs 
as  Coach’s  Corner,  Instructor  In- 
formal, Staff  Chaff,  Administra- 
tion Adlib  and  Off  Campus  Off- 
the-Cluff. 

The  council  also  has  planned 
Stag  Night  at  the  Y Center  in- 
cluding films,  games,  crafts  and 
music  listening. 

“We  feel  that  we  should  also 
have  programs  to  honor  the  out- 
standing qualities  of  men  in  such 
areas  as  scholastics,  athletics  and 
overall  excellence,”  he  explained. 

Among  the  other  activities 
which  the  council  hopes  to  see 
established  would  be  a Men’s 
Dinner  Dance,  a men’s  Night  at 
the  Ball  game,  and  Dad’s  Days 
at  graduation  time  and  -during 
football  season. 

Another  change  this  year  is  the 
time  of  AMS  elections,  Mr.  Han- 
sen said.

spokesman  for  the  U.S.  embassy 
in  Bonn  told  UPI. 

In  a letter  made  public  Thurs- 
day, Gen.  Paul  L.  Freeman,  U.S. 
Army  commander-in-chief  for 
Europe,  told  Gen.  I.I.  Yakubov- 
-sky,  Soviet  Army  chief  in  East 
Germany: 

“I  WOULD  ASK  that  you  see 
to  it  that  the  three  members  of 
the  crew  are  returned  as  soon  as 
possible  to  American  authorit- 
ies.” 

There  was  no  reply  to  Free- 
man’s letter,  dispatched  Wednes- 
day night  after  the  Soviets  re- 
ported that  the  plane  had  been 
shot  down  because  it  was  on  a 
military  spy  mission. 

FREEMAN  SAID  three  ground 
parties  from  the  U.S.  military 
liaison  mission  at  Potsdam,  East 
Germany,  traveled  Thursday  to 
the  area  around  the  East  German 
cities  of  Stendal  and  Gardelegen 
but  were  kept  away  -from  the 
crash  site  by  Soviet  troops,  said 
to  be  on  maneuvers  there.

McNamara 
Completes 
Study  Tour 

SAIGON,  (UPI) — Defense  Sec- 
retary Robert  S.  McNamara,  end- 
ing his  mission  to  embattled 
South  Viet  Nam,  said  Thursday 
the  situation  here  is  serious  and 
pledged  the  United  States  will 
provide  additional  aid  “now  and 
as  long  as  it  takes”  to  win  victory 
over  the  Communists. 

IN  AN  AIRPORT  speech  to 
3,000  cheering  Vietnamese,  Mc- 
Namara also  pledged  the  ''u.S. 
government’s  full  support  to 
South  Viet  Nam’s  new  strong-, 
man,  Maj.  Gen.  Nguyen  Khanh, 
and  to  his  pacification  plan  to  put 
down  the  rebellion  by  Communist 
guerrillas. 

McNamara  and  his  high  level 
U.S.  task  force  then  took  off  in 
an  Air  Force  jetliner  for  Hono- 
lulu where  he  scheduled  a con- 
ference with  U.S.  Pacific  Com- 
mander Adm.  Harrv  D.  Felt,  be- 
fore continuing  To  Washington  to 
report  to  President  Johnson. 

McNamara,  flanked  by  Gen. 
Khanh  on  an  airport  platform, 
reaffirmed  the  pledge  he  had 
made  on  his  arrival  here  five 
days  ago  of  a long-term  Ameri 
can  Military  and  economic  com 
mitment  to  South  Viet  Nam’s 
deteriorating  guerrilla  war  again- 
st the  communists. 

“THE  SITUATION  your  coun- 
trv  faces  is  a serious  one.”  said 
McNamara  who  was  accompanied 
here*  by  Gen.  Maxwell  D.  Tavlor, 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff  and  other  high  officials.

Persian  Recipe 
Uses  Egg  Plant 
For  Taste  Treat 


Pari  Salim  of  Tehran.  Iran  pro- 
vides our  recipe  for  Internation- 
al Week. 


The  following  recipe  includes 
a rather  unusual  vegetable  that 
most  Americans  don’t  like.  How- 
ever, Pari’s  roommates  liked  her 
dish. 


Egg  Plant  Khoresht 


Step  1 — Khoresht  (topping) 

1 large  egg  plant 
1 diced  onion 
1 small  can  tomato  sauce 
3 whole  tomatoes 
1 lb.  beef  stew  meat 
1%  tsp.  onion  or  garlic  salt 
1 Tsb.  seasoned  salt 
3 cups  water 

1 lemon  or  2 Tsb.  lemon  juice 


Cover  the  botton_of  a frying  pan  ’ 
cooking  oil.  Brown  the  onions  and  beef 
stew  and  pour  the  cooked  ingredients 
into  .a  saucepan.  Add  tomato  sauce  and 
2 cups  of  the  water.  Boil  for  15  min.  and 
add  the  spices.  Skin  the  egg  plant  and 
slice  it  thinly.  Salt  each  slice.  Fry  the 
pieces  while  the  rest  of  the  ingredients 
are  cooking.  Add  this  to  the  other  in- 
gredients with  the  lemon  juice.  Fry 
the  whole  tomatoes  and  add  them.  Cook 
the  whole  mixture  for  15  minutes 
medium  heat. 


Step  2 - — Rice 
2 cups  rice 

1 Tsb.  salt 

6 cups  water 

2 Tsb.  butter 
1 large  potato 


Boil  the  water  and  rice  together  un- 
til the  rice  is  almost  but  not  completely 
done.  Drain  and  rinse  the  rice  in  cold 
water.  Melt  1 Tsb.  butter  in  the  bottom 
of  a saucepan  and  add  iy2  Tsb.  water. 
Slice  and  peel  the  potato  and  cover  the 
bottom  of  the  £an.  Pour  the  rice  over 
the  potato  and  melt  1 Tsb.  butter  over 
the  rice.  Cover  and  cook  for  20  n 
utes  on  low  heat. 


Serve  with  the  rice  in  one  dish  and 
the  Khoresht  in  another.  Serves  4 
5 hungry  roommates.

The  Old  Masters  Doing  Homewoi 


WEST  PALM  BEACH,  FLA 
(UPI) — More  and  more  amazing 
Warren  Spahn  revealed  the  best 
kept  secret  of  his  career— he  does- 
n’t have  a curve  ball. 

TEAMMATE  Billy  Hoeft  is  try- 
ing to  teach  him  how  to  throw  a 
curve  in  the  Milwaukee  Braves’ 
camp,  which  is  a little  like  your 
brother-in-law  trying  tQ  teach 
Hank  Aaron  hoyv  to  hit,  but 
Spahn  is  eager  to  pick  one  up. 

“I  don’t  have  a curve  ball  and 
never  did  have  one,”  admits  the 
incredible  southpaw  who  has  been 
a 20-game  winner  13  different 
times,  is  a cinch  to  wind  up  in 
baseball’s  hall  of  fame  and  will 
be  43  years  old  next  month. 

“During  the  past  couple  of 
years  I’ve  gotten  by  mainly  on 
my  screwball,  my  slider  and  con- 
trol,” he  added.  “I  think  a curve 
ballcould  help  me  now.  That’s 
why  I’m  trying  to  learn  how  to 
throw  one  from  Hoeft.” 

Astonishing  as  it  seems,  Spahn 
has  managed  to  win  350  games 
and  possibly  become  the  foremost 
left-handed  pitcher  in  the  history 
of  baseball  without  owning  a 
curve  ball. 

THAT  SOUNDS  utterly  un- 
believable but  it  is  absolutely 
true.  Spahn’s  fellow  southpaw, 
Sandy  Koufax  of  the  Dodgers, 
is  among  those  who  can  vouch 
for  the  fact  first-hand. 

“Spahn  told  me  he  never  could 
throw  a curve  ball  at  the  all-star 
game  in  Cleveland  last  summer,” 
Koufax  said  at  the  Dodgers’  camp 
in  nearby  Vero  Beach. 

“HE  CAME  up  to  me  and  ask- 
ed me  to  show  him  how  I hold 
and  throw  my  curve  ball.  Imagine 
him  asking  me  for  help!  It  was

Koufax,  of  course,  showed 
Spahn,  and  so  is  Hoeft  doing  so 
now. 

Part  of  Spahn’s  fantastic  suc- 
cess can  be  attributed  to  the  fact 
that  he  never  stops  trying  to 
learn  and  improve  himself.  Al- 
though he  probably  has  forgotten 
more  about  the  basic  art  of  pit- 
ching than  most  other  men  ever 
will  learn  in  their  lifetimes. 

Spahn  already  has  won  more 
games,  pitched  more  innings  and 
struck  out  more  batters  than  any 
other  left-hander  in  history.

Mar- 
ried couples  are  eligible  if  both 
qualify  and  have  no  dependents 
under  18. 

THE  TEST  IS  not  competitive 
and  anyone  with  the  equivalent 
of  a high  school,  education  is 
eligible  to  take  the  test.  No  one 
fails  the  test,  it  is  only  used  as 
a help  in  determining  the  over- 
seas assignment  for  which  ap- 
plicants are  best  qualified. 

To  qualify  for  the  test  the  stu- 
dent must  fill  out  a Peace  Corps 
Questionnaire  available  at  the 
Provo  and  BYU  Post  Offices.
